~ WIDE DIFFERENCE 
OVER ROAD LAWS 


After Four Hours Hearing, Coun- 
cil Committee Agrees 
to Disagree 


MANY SPEAKERS SCORE 
RECKLESS AUTO DRIVERS 


Physicians Object to Proposed 
Regulation Which Would 
Prevent Autos Standing in 
Front of Their Offices--Many 
Oppose Rule Stopping Autos 
When Street Cars Stop. 


After a four hours’ session had been 
held with about fifty citizens present 
and after several] of the citizens had 
hearg from, the special council 
committee appointed to recommend 
important changes in Atlanta’s road 
laws so as to relieve congested traf- 
fic, acteq upon several of the proposed 
changes yesterday afternoon with the 
result that the committee was hope- 
lessly split and: will make two reports 
to council next Monday. 

The New Regulations, 

The new regulations acted 
were as follows: 

First, an ordinance to require autos 
to come to a full stop when approach- 
ing stret cars taking on and letting 
off passengers. On this law the ayes 
were Warren,.Johnston, McClelland, 
Spratling and Chambers. The noes 
were Kelley and Evins, 

Second, an ordinance prohibiting the 
parking of any vehicle on Whitehall 
atreet betwen Alabama ang Mitchell, 
on Peachtree street betwen Decatur 
and Ellis, on North }fryor street be- 
tween Edgewood avenue and Peach- 
tree. On the streets named no vehicle 
will be allowd to stop except when ac- 
tually receiving or unloading pas- 
sengers or freight. All the members 
of the committee voted for this or- 
dinance except Alderman Kelley. 
Counctiman Johnston stated that he 
‘woula reserve the right to change his 
vote at the council meeting. Counclil- 
man Chambers stated that he voted 
for the ordinance merely as an experi- 
ment. 

Third, an ordinance requiring pas- 
sengers getting off trolley cars to im- 
mediately to the nearest sidewalk. 
This law ts to be operative only in the 
fire limits. The aves were Chambers,

Governor Will Probably Refuse 
Commutation and Respite 


Paul Beattie Signs Affidavit 
Denying the Authenticity of 
Paper Alleged to Have Been 
Drawn Up by Him Repudi- 
ating His Testimony. 


Richmond, Va., November 14.—After 
a brief conference today with counsel 
for Henry Clay Beattie, Jr., under sen- 
tence of death for/ Wife murder, Gov- 
ernor. Mann announced that his decis- 
ion in the niatter would be made pub- 
lic tomorrow. While the governor de- 
clined tonight to indicate what action 
he would take, a careful review of to- 
day’s evénts point strongly to the fact 
that there wil! certainly be no com- 
mutation of sentence and very slim 
chance of a respite. In its report to- 
morrow The Times-Dispatch will say 
that in all humah probability Beattie 
will die in the electric chair November 
24, the date originally set by the cir- 
cuit court of Chesterfield county. 

What purported to be an affidavit 
signed by Paul D. Beattie, a cousin of 
the murderer and the witness on whose 
evidence the jury largely Lased its 
verdict of guilty, figured rather sensa- 
tionally in the effort to save the pris- 
oner today. Although this affidavit 
sworn to before W&lter C. Balderston, 
a notary public of Washington, D. C., 
on October 24, was shown to Governor 
Mann@it was not filed with~“him and 
upparently had little effect on the fu- 
ture course of the executive. 

In this affidavit, which Paul Beattie 
now claims he did not sign, he is alleg- 
ed to have said that Henry Beattie 
made no confession to him subsequent 
to the murder. When newspaper ref- 
erence wags made on Saturday last to 
the existence of an alleged affidavit, 
Paul Beattie went to police headquar- 
ters and in an affidavit sworn to there 
stated that he signed no papers while

Governor Smith dismissed Mr. Nor- 
then from the position some weeks ago, 
giving as his reason the fact that the 
expense to the state was too great. 
Mr. Northen, in reply, said that his 
dismissal was due to other reasons and 
assigned politics as the cause. Mr. 
Northen did not support Governor 
Smith when he was a candidate for 
governor.

Pure Foods and Drugs. 


“Due to untold greed, the health and 
the lives of the people of our country 
kave been placed in jeopardy through 
adulterations and substitutes in the 
foods and the drugs sold to the 
masses of our people. The congress of 
the United States has enacted laws for 
the better protection of the people in 
regard to this traffic by the passage 
of what is known as the pure food 
law, five years ago. Those who have 
profited, and still profit, by the impo- 
sition upon the people of impure foods 
and drugs, have become more active 
in the recent past; they have perfected 
combinations by reason of the great 
profits resulting from their traffic and 
have endeavored to circumvent the 
law, even to the extent of trying to 
remove a faithful public officer who 
has stood between them andthe peo- 
ple. When such men in their greed 
for profit alone endanger the health 
and the lives of myriads of men, wom- 
en and children—the workers—the 
duty devolves upon our movement to 
take such action as shall safeguard 
our own. 

With this object in 
cognizance of the efforts made by 
other associations of men to be of 
service to the people in regard to this 
movement, the exécutive council at its 
recent meeting adopted the following: 

“ ‘Resolved, that the executive coun- 
cil appoint a committee of three to 
meet with represéntatives of all bodies 
and persons having for their object 
the securing of legislation or admia- 
istration to secure pure food and pure 
drugs for the people of this country.’ 

“We have selected President Gom- 
pers, Vice President O'Connell and 
Secretary Morrison as the committee.

Competition Was Lessened. 

The opinion handed down by Justice 
Graves and concurred in by Judges 
Lamm, Brown, Ferris. and Woodson 
found that competition was lessened 
and that practically all of the Harves- 
ter business was done by the respond- 
ent company in the state. It held that 
it was contrary to the laws of the 
state of Missouri for one company to 
conduct the business of another as in 
this case, 

Judge Graves, in his opinion, says: 

“The respondent was a part and par- 
,cail of this gigantic and _ nefarious 
| scheme. For some years it has been 
; the mere sales agent of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company, the New 
Jersey company. It was licensed in 
this state to sell its own govuds, but it 
is now selling the goods to another. 

“As such party to an unlawful ar- 
rangement or combination, it should 
suffer the penalites prescribed by our 
laws. I have indicated that we could 
temper justice with mercy. We have 
the right to absolutely oust it from 
the state and in addition to fine it, I 
think a conditional ouster should be 
made and the respondent fined in the 
sum of $50,000 for its long continued 
infraction of our laws.” 

The International Harvester Com- 
pany in September, 1910, was found 
guilty of violating the Missouri anti- 
trust laws by a commissioner appoint- 
ed by the state supreme court. The 
case was submitted to the superlor 
court for affirmation last April. 

Erfect of the Decision. 

The effect of the decision is to pre- 
vent all the companies which make up 
the International company from con- 
ducting further business in the state. 

The taking of testimony in the suit 
began in May, 1998, and continued over 
a year. 

One of the witnesses was George W. 
Perkins, of J. P. Morgan & Company. 
Perkins was the guiding spirit in the 
organization of the International Har- 
vester Company. 

The ouster suit against the company 
was brought under the common law 
and the Missouri anti-trust law which 
are broader than the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The International company 
was organized in 1902. It absorbed suc- 
cessively the McCormick. Deering, 
Bushnell . and Glessner, Milwaukee 
Keystone, Minnie, Piane, Altman, Mil- 
ler, Buckeye Company and the D. M. 
Osborne Company. The International 
Harvester Company, (Commissioner 
Brace declared in his report, by reason 
of its enormous capital, $120,000,000, 
could not obtain a license in Missouri. 
so the International Harvester Com- 
pany of America, a selling agent, was 
organized and obtained a license. This 
concern, Judge Brace said, was organ-

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A SHAMELESS CONFESSION. 

An amazing admission is that of the attorney general of the 
United States of Representative Aiken, ‘of South Carolina. He ad- 
mits that he is armed to the teeth with knowledge to combat an 
effort to raise prices in this country, yet “he frankly confesses 
that he does not understand the workings of a ‘bear pool,’ or how 
such a combination could operate in restraint of trade.” The quo- 
tation is from an Associated Press dispatch under a, Washington 
date-line. It is, therefore, presumably accurate. 

Congressman Aiken had alleged to Attorney General Wicker- 
sham that a bear pool had deliberately depressed prices on the New 
York Cotton Exchange some three cents a pound, thus robbing the 
southern producer of an amount approximating $105,000,000. 
Why not proceed at once against this crew of gamblers, asked the 
congressman, ascertain at least if it were not as much in restraint 
of trade as the effort to lift prices, and save scattered fragments of 
their profits to southern cotton farmers? 

And the attorney general blandly replies that he has no knowl- 
edge of such a combination, that he has not even studied the price- 
depressing side of the market sufficiently to know whether the 
reputed plot does or does not contravene the. law. 

In other words, the department of justice admits that it sees 
but one side of its job—that of proceeding against attempts to 
maintain prices, or to prevent their reaching lower levels. Of the 
other—equally as important, that of safeguarding the interests of 
producers against speculative bear raids~it knows nothing. No 
doubt it regards that feature as of so trivial importance as not 
even to study the legal side of it. 

The attorney general, inevitably, convicts himself of one of 
two things: Of being a bull in a china shop, ignorant of the re- 
quirements of his high office, incompetent to discharge them, or 
of possessing such ineradicable mental and moral bias that he looks 
square past the million-massed producer and sees only the interests 
of the market thimble-rigger. For the prosecution he has taken to 
the supreme court was based on the complaint of welching bear 
gamblers, and the department had not turned a hand until their 
squeal reached its ears. 

To protect this precious crowd, it can dig, delve, tind legal 
grounds and evidence. To protect the producer—it ¢an find noth- 
ing’!

We are not after a law on the statute books to be satisfied with that, but we 
are after a law on the statute books that signifies an expression of democracy 


to the effect that ft manifestly, undeniably and positively represents the will 
of the majority of the people of Gtorgia.” 


It is for this reason that Dr. White intorms Judge Hammon 
that he is aligned with him against the injection of prohibition as 
an issue into the pending gubernatorial campaign—that only when 
the issue is submitted to the people stripped of candidates and per- 
sonalities will there be a verdict upon which an enforceable law 
can be tounded. 

The significance of the stand of Dr. White, of Judge Ham- 
mond, of Bartow S. Willingham, of Rev. G. A. Nunnally, John P. 
Ross and of dozens of other leading advocates of prohibition can- 
not be underestimated. Nor can the significance of the attitude of 
those as earnestly opposed to state-wide prohibition be misunder- 
stood. 

These leaders on both sides know this great moral issue will 
never be settled until it is settled by the people at the ballot box, 
upon its merit, and without personal! partisan bias. They want to 
see it settled. 

It is not strange, then, that leaders of both sides declare for 
the candidacy of the one ‘man in the pending contest who recognizes 
the principles of submission and wishes to give the people the right 


|to dispose of the question once and for all at the box.

BLACK IS CONVICTED 
OF REVOLTING CRIME 


Simmons Murdered His Uncle 
and Mutilated the Body 
With an Ax. 


‘Quitman, Ga., November 
cial.)—Andrew Simmons, colored, 
convicted of first degree murder in 
the superior court here yesterday. His 
crime, one of the most revolting ever 
committed in this section, was mur- 
dering his uncle in August, 1909. 

He boarded with his uncie, Warren 
Odell, and in a dispute over the board 
bill. Simmons took a sharp woodcut- 
ter’s ax and cut the top of his uncle’s 
head off; cut his neck in too, leaving 
the lowes portion of the head hanging 
to the’ body by a few shreds of skin 
and flesh, and then drove the ax into 
his victim’s chest.

LONG AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE. 
UPHELD BY COMMERCE COURT 


14.—In a 
commerce 


Washington, November 
majority opinion of the 
court formally handed down today in 
the trans-continental rate cases, it is 
held that the long and short haul pro- 
Vision of the interstate commerce act 
Judge Archbold con- 
in the issuance of a temporary 
injunction of the orders of the inter- 
State commerce commission, but in his 
opinion holds the long and short haul 
provision to be invalid. 

The commerce court reached the 
conclusion that the cases involved in 
the present proceeding afforded the 
best possible opportunity for a deter- 
mination of the constitutionality of 
the long and short haul provision of 
the act ta regulate commerce, It was 
released thai that question eventually 
would have ot be fought out before 
the United States supreme court. 

In the formal opinion, prepared by 
Judge Mack, the commerce court not 
only agrees with the interstate com- 
merce commission that the long and 
short haul provision—the fourth sec- 
tion of the law—is constitutional, but 
that it would be unconstitutional, “as 
an unlawful delegation of legislative 
power.” if no standard were given “to 
guide the exercise of the commission's 
discretion in granting authority to de- 
part from the rule forbidding a lesser 
rate for the long than for the short 
haul in the same diection and over the 
same line.’’

highest point of proficiency in | the 
matter of egg production and breeders 
who have perfected their respective 
breeds have achieved such resuits .by 
following the principles of line breed- 
ing. 

The proper Way 
pedigreed fowls is to 
a male and a female. 
represent the type one_is siriving, for, 
whether it be an egg, Meat or stand- 
ard type. They should the very 
best specimens one's flock, or the 
best one can to purchase. 
Strong, vigorous, well devel- 
oped birds, as free defects as 
possible, that conform the desired 
requirements, are the ones to be 
chosen. Select a male whose ancestors 
have been known for a few genera- 
tions to have been birds of high,q al- 
ity and strong constitut.ons. ‘fhis is 
very important and must not be o-ver- 
looked, for if the male is a descend- 
ant of an infirm sire, such in.irmity 
will be reproduced in the succeediug 
generations.
